“deutero-protosc” and 
is 
made 
from fibrin, a white protein 
ob­ 
tained from the blood of freshly- 
killed oxen. 
A small am ount in­ 
jected into the blood stream of a j 
pneum onia patient in the 
early 
stages of the disease 
causes 
a 
quick decline of fever and repeat­ 
ed injections over several 
days 
have produced quick nnd 
com­ 
plete recoveries, Dr. Brooks said. 
In advanced stages 
of

monio in elderly people, 
m arked 
success has resulted,

added. 
T he chemical 
also 
has 
proved 
beneficial in

he reported. 
Pneum onia is among the lead­ 
ing causes of death in the United 
States, and because of that, 
Dr.

the laws that are enacted. 
There are a large

people who today believe that the 
governm ent personnel is not

efficient as it might be because in 
too m nay cases appointm ents are 
made for political reasons, 
and 
not because of the ability of the 
person to do the work.
